Secretary Knox has sent an Important 
Note to the Chancelleries of Europe 
‘Proposing an International Court of 
Arbitral Justice—England’s .Atti- 
tude is Described as Particularly 
Sympathetic and Encouraging. 
Washington, D.C.—The state depart- 


ment, through Secretary Knox person-} 


ully confirmed and elaborated a state- 
inent “made that the United 
«hud addressed the great powers in a 
‘circular note on the subject of uni- 
versal peace. 

‘The impressive idea evolved by this 
government was that the conscience 
of the world should be committed first 
to an international court of arbitral 
justice, the inevituble result of which 

* would be the attainment of universal 
peace, ‘The stute-department reports 
that the American ambassadors and 
ministers at some of the leading for- 
eign courts had indicated that the 
idea was receiving favorable consid- 
eration. England's attitude is describ- 
ed as particularly sympathetic and en- 
couraging. 

Interest was added to the situation 
by the information that President 
Taft is standing behind his secretary 
of state in urging compliance with 
the note of this government which was 
addressed directly to the foreign of- 
fices and therefore, to the sovereigns 
themselves. ‘ 

The foreign correspondents were 
particularly persistent in their efforts 
to get the view of the state depart- 
ment. 

The view was given out officially, 
The strength of the appeal for an in- 
ternational ‘court of peace,” as it may 
be termed, lies in its directness, 

It goes far beyond the somewhat 
crude proposal of the Czar of Russia, 
which startled the world some years 
ago, when he made the fantastic sug- 
gestion of disarmament by the mili- 
tary powers. The proposal contains 
un astute suggestion to Great Britain, 
through its alarm over a possible war 
with Germany. It appeals to France, 
whose enemy is near at hand. It 
commends itself, as Mr. Knox puts it, 
to the conscience of the lesser powers 
who have everything to lose and no- 
thing to gain by war. 

The note of-Mr. Knox was not sent 
until’ it had received the favorable 
consideration of at least three of the 
leading senators from the foreign 
relations committee and his proposi- 
tion was endorsed at a conference be- 
tween himself and President Taft. 

The crux of Secretary Knox's sug- 
gestion may be repeated, although 
defined, by, himself in his paraphrase 
on the’ identical note to the powers.

This is the Ogilvie Milling Com- 
any, and in an interview W. A. 

lack, manager of that company,: out- 
lined the position of his Somipaty very 
plainly, as follows: ‘The policy of 
;our company has always favored the 
|greatest possible, freedom to farmers 
n the marketing and disposal of 
their products, and in so far as the 
present’ proposal that the government 
should operate a line of elevators is 
concerhed, we have no objection to 
offer whatever, so long ag they are 
conducted on a businesslike basis. 
The rates, in my opinion, should be 
made so as not to exceed the actual 
cost, with due regard to the matter 
of depreciation, the necessary inter- 
est on. the investment, and some 
reasonable amount towards a sinking 
fund. - 

“Country clevators generally are 
not now, and never have been in our 
experience, a commercial proposition 
by themselves, but rather a means 
of uy from the farmers to the 
ears in order to facilitate more rapid 
transportation, thus obviating blocks 
and the provision of necessary stor- 
age. Our company, however, is not 
interested to the same extent’ as the 
elevator companies, whose business is 
confined to the handling of grain for 
others, and buying and selling grain, 
whereas the matter of selection and 
accumulation for future use, of grain 
of suitable quality for our milling re- 
quirements, makes a line of interior 
elevators of our own, a necessary ad. 
junct to the business.”

HEAVY SHIPMENTS TO MEXICO 


Considerable Amount of Alberta Grain 
Being Taken Down the Pacific 
Coast this Season 


Vancouver.—Heavy shipments of 
barley to the west coust of Mexico 
will be made from Vancouver during 
the next few months, the consign- 
ments are being handled by the Jeb- 
sen & Ostrander line of steamers or 
erating between Vancouver, Victoria 
and Puget Sound and ports along the 
Mexican coast. This steamship line 
has succeeded in working up a consid- 
erable freight trade during the short 
time it has been in existence, the 
service beiug dependable, and in every 
way meeting the demands of shippers. 

On the steamer Erna there is a con- 
signment of 300 tons of barley, and 
the next steamer will take a much 
larger shipment. The barley is for 
Mexican west coast ports, and is for 
use in the-commissuriat of railway 
construction camps. All this barley 
is from Alberta, being shipped over 
the C, P..R. into Vancouver. 

The Erna, which is carrying a spe- 
cial excursion of Vancouver, Victoria 
and Seattle people to Mexico, Guate- 
malan, Salvador and Nicaraguan 
ports, besides, side trips to Mexico 
City and Guadalajara, will get away 
with her passenger accommodation 
taxed to the limit,. A great many of 
those who will make the trip are 
business men secking to establish 
lines of trade with Mexican ports and 
others are people desirous of spend- 
ing a portion of the winter in the 
sunny southern lands, The trip will 
occupy six weeks’ time.

Strikes Blow at Railways and Trusts 

Washington.—President Taft has 
sent to Congress a message on inter- 
state commerce aud anti-trust, legis- 
lation, 

He strikes at the existence of hold- 
ing corporations, by which major 
trusts control their subsidiaries and 
watering of corporation stocks. To 
insure more complete control of the 
railways by the government he de- 
manded the formation of a court of 
commerce, to comprise five judges, 
having power to act as court of ap- 
peals from the ruling of the inter- 
state commerce commission. It dips 
into the railway employees’ safety 
also, urging new features of the lia- 


bility law. 
State control of corporations is 
vigorously attacked. The president 


charges it with the responsibilit; 
many corporation abuses, and he 
takes a firm stand for centralized 

wer, and he demands that railroads 
be forbidden to control ‘their com- 
petitors and would give the interstate 
commerce commission sweeping in- 
creases in power, 
‘The president also includes a vig- 
orous promise that the United States 
prosecution of trusts will be con- 
tinucd unremitt'ng'y.

DIED FOR SCIENCE, 
Long List of Devoted Men Have Been 


Sacrificed For Humanity. 


The heroic story of the death of 
Dr. John Herbert Wells, who recent- 
ly succumbed to’ glanders after eigh- 
teen months of s' “kat adds another 
name to the ever-growing list of men 
who have martyrdom in the 
cause of scientific knowledge, for the 


| welfare of their fellow-men. 


Early scientists, like Galileo, suffer- 
ed rsecution for their enlighten- 
ment, and various seekers after the 
secret of the transmutation of metale 
or of perpetual motion are said 
have blown themselves to pieces in 
their search for scientific truth. But 
with the vast strides which science— 
and in cular medical science— 
has made in more recent years, the 
roll of martyrs in the cause of knowl- 
edge has rapidly increased. Now- 
edays, every research student in a 
hospital carries his life in his hands, 
and here and there science is claim- 
ing her sacrifice. 

Kighteen months ago a patient in 
quarantine at Singapore died, and a 
post-mortem examination became ne- 
cessary to determine the cause of 
dexth, Two doctorsa—Dr. Raikes and 
Dr. Wray—both Government medical 
officefs, and therefore bound by duty 
as well ns by the call of sclence—dis- 
charged the perilous task. Both men 
contracted plague, Both. men died. 
Death on a_ battlefield might seem 
more merciful, 

The death of Dr. Allan Macfadyen, 
the bacteriologist, in London two 
yenrs ago, was due to a combination 
of two diseases which he contracted 
in the course of his search for a pre- 
ventive of disease. Mr. Macfadyen 
was connected with the Lister Insti- 
tute, and was conducting a series of 
experiments with the bacteria of 
typhoid and Malta fever, with a view 
of discovering a vaccine to prevent 
these diseases. By an accident, it is 
believed, he contracted both, and his 
name was added to the roll of martyrs 
of the laboratory. 

Within a few months of Dr. Mac- 
fadyen’s death occurred the death of 
Mr. W. H. Brown, one of the leading 
members of the medical profession in

Text of the Lesson, Matt. iv, 12-25, 
Memory Verse, 23— Golden Text, 
Matt. iv, 16—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Luke teild us that Jexus, being full 
of the Holy Ghost, was led by the 
Spirit into the wilderness, being forty 
days tempied of the devil, and that 
after the temptation Jesus returned in 
the power of the Spirit into Galilee 
(Luke tv, 1, 2,14). If we desire a se- 
quence of the events in His life we 
muy have to consider before His re- 
turn to Galilee the whole of John 1, 19, 
to Iv, 54. But, contining ourselves as 
far us possible to our lessun portion, 
we should consider Jobu's brief min- 
istry and the renson of his imprison- 
ment. He was filled with the Holy 
Spirit from his birth, and Jesus sald 
of hin, “Among those that are born 
of women there ts not a greater proph- 
et than John the Baptist” (Luke §, 15; 
vil, 28. He was a Spirit filled, God 
sent man, In very truth the Lord's 
messenger. Yet his ministry was not 
what wien count a success, Just a few 
months* public, ministry, then finpris- 
onment because he dared ‘to rebuke 
sin In high places (Mark vi, 17-19), and 
then his tnartyrdom to please a wicked 
womav. But he wis approved of God 
from first to last, atid some time we'll 
understand. The devil could not con- 
quer Jesus Christ, but he was permit- 
ted to torment and to kill His faithful 
messenger, 

In. connection with Jesus leaving 
Nazareth to make His bome in Caper- 
baum we must reid Luke iv, 16-31, 
and ‘note how, after He bad In the 
power of the Spirit read the Scriptures 
and spoken in the synagogue at Naza- 
feth, His‘own townsmen thrust Him 
out of the city and attempted to kill 
Him.

OUR MINERAL WEALTH, 


FOR THE GRIP. | Aitutaki tetanders Catch Them by Few Have Any Idea of the Growth 


In Recent Years. 


The remark is often made that 
some day Canada will rival the 
United States as a mineral producer, 
but the fact is that it is already doin 
so. Although the subterranean wealt 
of the Dominion has probably been 
little more than merely tapped, the 
development of its mines has been 
so rapid that few people outside those 
have any 
idea of the extent of its mineral in- 
dustries. 

Amongst the greatest are the works 
of the Dominion Coal and Iron Co., 
near Sydney, ©.B. There a popula- 
tion ddan 20,000 is dependent 
upon the raising of an output of coal 
exceeding four million tons annually, 
much of which is exported to Cana- 
dian and United States ports, whilst 
some has even been sent to Europe. 
A large portion of the output is, how- 
ever, used to smelt iron ore which is 
brought to the furnaces from the 
shores of Newfoundland, on the o 
posite side of Cabot Straits. Not only 
so, but the resulting pig-iron, in very 
large quantities, is employed on the 
spot to produce finished steel rails, 
which are sent. to the ends of the 
earth. These Sydney works are, in- 
deed, amongst the largest of their 
kind in the world. Nor are they with- 
out rivals even in Canada; in the 


{same vicinity there is another plant 


producing 100,000 tons of coal and 6,- 
000 tons of steel monthly. 

Elsewhere throughout the country 
immense iron deposits have recently 
been opened up, especially in North- 
elen Mine, 
unknown a decade ago, has already 
an output exceeding one million tons 
yeurly. In the same locality is the 
remarkable deposit of Moose Moun- 
tain, already one of the greatest mines 
of its kind in existence, although, only 
ears ago, the country 
about it was the resort of great herds 
of moose with whom the men who 
are engaged in locating the iron had 
sundry advantages; one being ‘‘treed’”’ 
by a actus ith savage bull for 
twenty-four hours. 

Canada now produces a very large 
proportion of the world’s supply of 
nickel, chiefly from mines-in the 
neighborhood of Sudbury, Ont. The 
metal is found in an ore which con. 


|tains also a considerable proportion 


of copper, and it was copper that 
was ing searched for when the 
prospectors chanced upon the other 
metal. That was less than twenty 
years ago, but in those days there 
was little demand for nickel, and a 
deal of valuable material was thrown 
aside as unsaleable. The case was 
entirel 
steel alloy was discovered in the clos- 
ing years of last century, and now 
1,000 tons daily of the mixed nickel 
and copper ore is being smelted at 
Sudbury, where over 10,000 tons of 
pure nickel are produced yearly in 
addition to an immense quantity of 
In most of the mines the ore 
has been followed down to consider- 
able depths, but there is one spot 
where it is wrought opencast as a 
quarry from which a tremendous 


amount of wealth has already been | 
| taken, 


One of the most interesting mineral 
procures of the Dominion is asbes- 

8, of which almost three-fourths of 
the world’s satedt comes from mines 
in the neighborhood of Thetford, Que. 
It is strange stuff which has to be 
extracted from its matrix with pe- 
culiar care by specially-designed ma- 
chinery, but the longest and strongest 
fibre is worth anything up to 12c. per 
Ib., and until some other deposits are 
located in Canada or elsewhere Thet- 
ford practically contrdts the world’s 
market for it. 

Lead is a metal in which Canada 


ig exceptionally rich. At present the 


chief lead mines are near Moyle, Al- 
berta, which produce something like 
20,000 tons yearly. Canada’s total 


| production of the heavy metal is al- 


ready considerably in excess of that 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and is 
sufficient to place her second amongst 
lead-prodicing countries within the

There is, however, more money in 
the silver which is often associated 
with lead then in lead ‘alone, and 
Canada has recently been proved to 
be exceptionally rich in silver, es- 
pecially in the Cobalt district. To 
what extent its production will re- 
munerate the workers, if the output 
oes on increasing in the ratio which 
it has attained during the last year 
or two is, however, rather doubtful. 

Of mineral préducts which the Do- 
siplens eo far, sie 8 is Or one 
petroleum, comparatively speaking, is 
another. The former has boen located 
here and there, but not in quantities 
sufficient to make it of importance. 
That there is abundance of oil is well 
known, but that, for one reason or 
another, it has not been developed to 
any considerable extent is shown by 
the circumstances that, during © the 
last year for which figures are avail- 
able, the Dominion’s output of it was 
only 77,000 tons, against 16,000,000 
tons in the United States, and 8,000,- 
000 tons in Russia, This, however, 
only serves to indicate the chances 
which Canada offers to the prospector 
after minerals, for which-not a tithe 
of its extent has been thoroughly ex- 
plored.

Roly, acceptable to God, and your rea- 
sonable service.” Our contract with 
the Lord is entered into, made secure, 
by the vow of Consecration, and the 
remainder of life is merely a testing 
of the consecrated one, to determine 
to what degree he really meant the 
Vow; to what degree he uses his every 
endeavor to be dead to the world, dead 
to self, dead to all earthly things and 
alive toward God and the interest of 
the Millennial Kingdom to whica he 
has consecrated himself as a “mem.

share his glory—suffer with him, that 
we may reign with him. The poet has 
»xpressed the proper thought here, 
saying, 


“My soul, be on thy guard, 
Ten thousand foes arise; 
The hosts of sin are pressing hard 
To draw thee from the prize.” . 
Much of oti success in ‘keeping ‘our 
Vow of Consecration depends ‘upon 
two things: 


(1) The clearness .of our grasp of the 
situation when we made our Vow and 
the thoroughness of our intention; the 
wnount or weight thereof; the will 
ower exerted for righteousness: ' 

(2) An additional feature of* great 
weight in the matter is 1 .e degree of 
yur knowledge. It is in line with 
‘his thought that the Scriptures de 
‘are, “My people perish for lack o! 
snowledge.” God has given us_ his 
Word and informed us that it is “pro. 
fitable for doctrine, for reproof and 
‘or correction in righteousness, that 
he man of God may be thoroughly 
furnished.” He has advised us to 
earch the Scriptures and to forget 
aot the assembling of ourselves to- 
gether, And where his advice is fol- 
owed and the Scriptures are searched 
laily, not in a formal manner, but 
with a desire to know and to do the 
Lord’s will and to be guided in_his 
vay, a strengthening of the will is 
‘flected. Correspondingly there is a 
vonkening of the evil influences which 
»ppose us as New Creatures and our 
‘ow. The Word of God is so arrang- 
«d as to provide “‘meat in due season” 
‘or all of his faithful people, whether 
id or: young, “in-;every--time. As’ 
‘babes in Christ,’ is young men and 
1s full-grown sons of God, it is for 
‘ach of us a storehouse of Grace and 
fruth, to make us strong in the Lord 
ind in the power of his might. Only 
1y appropriating this spiritual food 
‘an we have strength to fulfill our 
Yow, to finish our course with joy 
nd to attain the Kingdom. Item by 
tem, as our minds are able to grasp 
ts unfolding prospects of glory, honor 
ind immortality, we are thereby 
itrengthened by the Lord’s might in 
he inner man. 

In proportion as we realize the facts 
f the case we may appreciate what a 
raat bargain the Lord has offered us. 
We surrender in consecration our 
‘arthly rights, privileges and pleas- 
ures, and receive in return more hap- 
ifving aniritnal hie: in the 
resent life and the inheritance of the 
inspeakable blessings and glories of 
he future. It should, therefore, be- 
ome much more easy to puy our 
Vows with a Wa ryan fig we grow 
in grace and in knowledge of the 
ford and his Word. Indeed, as the 
\postle suggests, it is possible for us 
to reach the place where we can “re- 
joice” in tribulation also”—knowing 
that thereby. our future blessing is 
snhereased, 

As the consecrated believer consid- 
‘rs what God has already done, und 
vhat he proposes yet to do for his 
faithful, gratitude wells up in his 
Neart and his inquiry is, ‘‘What shall 
I ‘render unto the Lord for all his 
benefits?’ The more he considers the 
natter, the more he realizes that his 
talents and opportunities are necessar- 
ly ‘small, insignificant. It is from 
his standpoint that the poet wrote, 
“© for a thousand tongues ‘to. sing my 
great’ eater tr ity 

It is well'indeed to show our, appre- 
tiation of God’s grace by songs of 
thankfulness and praise, but we are 
to remember that not merely poetic 
cadences are our acceptable songs, 
hut that from the proper standpoint 
life itself is the Proper hymn. of 
praise to be continually rendered to 
he King of kings. ‘Singing and 
mnaking melody in our hearts unto the 
Lord’”’ will imply that our works will 
be in harmony—a song of life” 
(Ephesians v, 19), 

The Psalmist’s answer, prophetical- 
'y represents the attitude of heart of 
all the faithful. Each is expected to 
say, “I will take the Cup of Salva- 
tion and call upon the name of the 
Lord” (Psalm cxvi, 13), The cup of 
salvation at the present time is the 
“cup” which our Lord proffered to 
his disciples, saying, ‘This is my 
vlood of the New Covenant shed for 
inany for the remission of sins. Drink 
ye all of it’ (Matthew xxvi, 27, 28). 
it is a “Cup” of suffering, self-denial, 
self-sucrifice, as respects the earthly 
things which we give up surrender, 
that we may attain the heavenly 
things as joint-heirs with our Redeem- 
‘r, There might be danger, however, 
f some getting the wrong thought on 
this subject. There is a peculiar 
sleasure. in-drinking.of the Lord’s 
“cup” of self-sacrifice, which those 
who have never partaken of cannot 
‘ope to understand. It is the pleas- 
‘re of fellowship in his sufferings, as 
St. Paul explains. And a part of the 
lensure connected with that ‘‘cup” 
is the associated hope of drinking 
with our Lord of his other cup of joy 
and glory and blessing in the King- 
dom, as he’ promised, 

The necessity of partaking of ths 
‘Cup” of the Lord is shown by the 
Saviour’s words to two of his disciples 
who inquired, saying, “Lord, grant 
hat we may sit with thee, the one 
vn thy right hand and the other on 
thy left hand in the Kingdom.” Our 
Lord’s reply was that aie little real- 
ized what this high privilege of sit- 
ting in the Millennial Throne with 
him would cost. He inquired, ‘Are 
ye able to drink of the cup that 1 
shall drink off” (Matthew xx, 22)— | 
the cup of suffering, ignominy, dis- 
honor, deathf—“und to be baptized 
with the baptism that I am baptized 
with?’—not the baptism into water, 
but into that which is symbolized by 
the water—a baptiam into his death. 


THE GLEICHEN CALL. 


Tho apostles indicated their pL 
ness, And we can do no more. Ii 
left to ourselves, undoubtedly the 
cortract would be more than we would 
be sufficient for. Our sufficiency ir 
of God's providence—our great Re- 
deemer is our High Priest and Ad- 
vocate, able to succor us in every time 
of need, and able to provide ways of 
escape from trials too hard for us: 
able to strengthen us when weak; able 
to give us the “meat in due season ;" 
able to make us strong in his might 
able to bring to our attention the 
grent and precious promises of God's 
Word, Yea, says St. Paul, ‘I can do 
all things through Christ, which 
strengtheneth me” (Philippians iv, 


In the context the prophet declares, 
“T will pay my Vows unto the Lord 
in the presence of all the people.” 
Publicly, openly, I will espouse the 
Lord’s Cause. I will remember his 
words, ‘Whosoever shall be ashamed 
f me, and of my words, of him also 
shall the Son of Man be ashamed, 

hen he cometh in the glory of his 
Sather, with the holy angels” (Murk 
viii; 38), I will be faithful in the per- 
formance of my, Covenant to such a 
legree that my loyalty shall be known 
to nll the brethren as well as to the 
‘ord, who reads the heart. Yea, and 
the worldly should know of the faith- 
fulness of God’s people, even though, 
not appreciating the matter, they 
should despise them and count them 
fools for Christ’s sake. 

Vows of this kind are not for the 
worldly, even though they be morally 
disposed, They are yet in their sins, 
{ they reject the offer of Divine for- 
giveness upon Divine terms of conse- 
cration. ‘Such may not think to take 
Vows of consecration to the Lord 
until first they have renounced wilful 
in and accepted redemption through 
faith in the precious Blood. Until 
then they remain amongst the wicked. 
“Unto the wicked God said, What 
hast thou to do to take my words 
into thy mouth (as a Vow) seeing 
thou hatest instruction and castest 
my words behind thee (Psalm i, 17). 
All who do not wish Divine instruc- 
tion, all who spurn the Lord’s Word, 
are in this sense wicked—in a wrong 
condition of heart. We are glad that 
there is no truth in the theory that 
they are liable to eternal torture, but, 
oh, how, much they are missing, 
nevértheless, of the ova of the Lord 
in this present time and of the glories 
and eternal blessings of the future! 

In closing, dear friends, let me sug- 
gest to you a little Vow unto the Lord 
—not as instead of your Consecration 
Vow, which is all comprehensive, but 
28 supplemental thereto—as specliving 
certuin matters, which are indeed part 
and parcel of your Consecration Vow. 
The thought is that by this Vow these 
particular features of your obligation 
will be daily more prominently before 
your mind, It is my belief that the 
taking of it earnestly and soberly, and 
the keeping of it, would be one of the 
wisest New Year’s Resolutions that 
God’s people could make—most he! 
ful to them in the peculiar time in 
whic we are living. 


A Vow Unto the Lord. 

1. Our Father which art in Heav- 
en, haliowed be Thy name. May, ‘hy 
tule come into my heart more and 
more, and Thy will be done in my 
mortal body. Relying on the assist- 
ince of Thy promised grace to help 
in every time of need, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord, I register this Vow.

3.1 vow to still more carefully, if 
possible, ‘scrutinize my thoughts and 
words, and doings, to the intent that 
I may be the better enabled to serve 
Thee and Thy dear flock. 

4. I vow to Thee that I will be on 
the part to resist everything akin 
to Spiritism and Occultism, and that, 
remembering that there are but the 
two masters, I shall resist these 
snares in all reasonable ways, as be- 
ing of thé’ Adversary. 

5. I further vow that, with the ex- 
ceptions below, I will at all times, 
and in all places, conduct myself 
toward those of the opposite sex in pri- 
vate exactly-asa I would do with them 
in public—in the presence of a con- 
gregation of the Lord’s people.

CHIEF JUSTICE DUBUC OF MAN!I- 
TOBA RETIRES, 


Well-Loved Jurist Who Has Spent the 
Last Thirty Years as Superior 
Court Judge Receives Many Testi- 
monials From His Confreres— 
Comes of an Old French Family 
and Settled In Manitoba in 1870. 


After thirty years’ continuous ser- 
vice as a Superior Court judge of the 
vrovinte of Manitoba, Hon, Josepn 
Vubuc, Chief Justice of Manitobu, re- 
tired from the bench recently. His 
vonireres of the judiciury, the mem- 
vers of the Bar and the people of 
wanitoba generally did everything 
ossible to show appreciation of his 
.ong and faithful services. His gentle 
orcefulness of character, his untflinch- 
.ug courage and the kindliness of his 
finposition have done much to pre- 
serve in Western Canada that respect- 
‘ul regard for judicial decision and 
administration which has ever been a 
characteristic of the Canadian peopie. 

Hon, Joseph Dubuc, B.C.L., LL.D., 


comes of a family that has been estab. 
‘ished at Longueuil, Que., since 1622. 
He was born at Ste. Martine, in>1840, 
and was educated at Montreal Col- 
lege and McGill University, graduat- 
ing from the latter in 1865. He wus

called to the Quebec Bar the same 
year and inm1870 settled in Manitoba 
and was called to the Bar of that pro- 
vince. He became editor of Le Metis 
and was returned to the first Legis- 
lature of Manitoba in December, 1870, 
and continued to hold a seat in that 
body until the general elections of 
1878, when he was elected to the 
House of Commons for Provencher, by 
acclamation.

during the same year he became a 
member of the executive council of 
the Northwest Territories and its 
legal adviser in 1874. He was Attor- 
ney-General of the Manitoba Legis- 
lature in 1874, crown counsel in crim- 
inal causes from 18756 to 1878 and 
Speaker of the Assembly for three 
years, 

His honor has been a member of the 
council of Manitoba University since 
its foundation and vice-chancellor 
since 1838, haying been  re-electeu 
every year by the university council. 
He has~been president of St. Jean 
Buptiste Society and of the Coloniza- 
tion Society. He was appointed to 
the court of Queen’s Bench in 1879 
and became Chief Justice of Mani- 
toba in 1903. Mr. Dubuc’s long ser- 
vice entitles ‘him to retire on an an- 
nuity equal to his full salary. He 
retires with the sincere friendship and 
deep affection of his brother judges 
una the veneration of the Bar, ‘I'he 
Government, wishing Chief Justice 
Dubuc to take away some memento 
of his long. service, presented him 
with the chair which he used while 
»erforming his official duties, and the 
enchers presented him with a por- 
trait of himself in oil, 


Old English Bribery. 


Bribery, according to an expert on 
the subject, first became a recognized 
mode of securing votes in the reign 
of Charles I. It was afterward im- 
proved upon by George III., who lost 
no opportunity of enforcing its claims 
as a good voter getter.

\5orene Toronto Police Officer Was 
\ Stern Martinet. 


i Inspector James Stephen, who has 
j voluuturily retired from the general 
stati af tue ‘Toronto police force, was 


an ofticer of a type seldom developedc~ 


in the service, and one whose quail- 
j ties were perhaps bs (nh so only 
| by those who knew him. best. His 
{grim visage has been familiar to the 
{ Public fot many years, but comparu- 
‘tively few realised the kindly heart 
| and the dry Scottish humor that lurk- 
ed behind it, While on the force he 
has maue a sense of duty almost a 
feticl, and was practically invaluable 
4s a trainer of young recruits, with 
whoni, despite his severity as a discip- 
linarian, he was very popular. bor 
years he served as a division inspec- 
tor; first, in “No, 1,” which covers 
the down-town districts south of 
Queen street, and then in ‘No. 2,” 
which cover the “Ward,” where most 
of the foreign population is located. 
As a division inspector he made it his 
business to personally sea and tulk 
with every policeman in his division, 
at least, once every twenty-four hours; 
which meant that he had: to cover a 
network of down-town streets, very 
considerable in area, He accompan- 
ied this with his silent steed, the 
bicycle, and many 8 man has wonder- 
ed at seeing him turn into some dark 
by-way on a quiet night, unaware 
that he was simply ascertaining whe- 
ther the men on the beat and the 
patrol sergeants were doing their 
duty. A poiive reporter, whose delignt 
in life it used to be to torment ‘‘Jim- 
my”, once wrote that when the 
iuspecior really wanted to hurry he 
used to dismount and lead the bi- 
cycle. Certainly he respected in an 
almost exaggerated degree the’ regu- 
lations as to speedirig just as he aid 
all other regulations. Woe betide the 
patrol sergeant who came in and re- 
ported that he had failed to connect 
with any one man on the beat. No 
matter how dreary and ‘stormy the 
night, he had to out and find him. 

‘Station duty,” under some inspec- 
tors, is coveted by policemen. Ali 
the officer has to do is to read the 
newspapers and answer the tele- 
phone. But it was otherwise under 
“Jimmy”; there was always a chore 
at carpentering or at white-washing 
the cells to keep the man from grow- 
ing soft with idleness. The new re- 
cruit also found that the rule book 
given him for study on his enlistment 
was no joke. He was expected to 
know it by heart, and “Jimmy” had 
a way of surprising the young offi- 
cer at most inopportune moments 
with questions from it. The inspec- 
tor himself when he was put in 
charge of the foreign districts set him- 
self seriously to the study of Italian 

It was his severe interpretution of 
the letter of the law that led him to 
order the Army and Navy Veterans 
away from Queen Victoria’s monu- 
ment when they went up in proces- 
sion to lay flowers on it, having fail- 
ed to obtain a police permit. On 
that occasion the reporter who was

One dark 
night two police reporters recognized 
the form of Inspector Archibald walk- 
ing to No, 2 station ahead of them. 
They pulled down their caps and 
turned up their collars and accosted 
him with a demand for money, The 
inspector hurried on and entered the 
station. He told Inspector Stephen 
and the sergeant’on duty to arrest 
the vagrants who were coming along 
the street. The arrest was made, anu 
when the two youths were brought 
into the light of the station, Stephen’s 
eyes snapped: 

‘You think you're very smart,” he 
said. Only, instead of ‘‘very’’ he usea 
an adjective somewhat stronger. 


Surveying In Manitoba. 

C. Fraser Aylesworth, Dominion 
land surveyor, reached Winnipeg re- 
cently, He has been in the West since 
April last, his work having been chiet 
ly the reeurvey ing of townships in 
ditterent parts of Manitoba. This wor: 
has been necessitated through the rot 
ting or burning of the wooden posts 
which formerly indicated the limits ot 
each quarter section.’ Many of these 
posts are replaced by iron ones; How 
necessary was this work may be in- 
ferred from the fact that Mr. Ayles- 
worth found that homesteaders in the 
Glenboro district had “actually im- 
proved lund half. a mile outside of 
their homesteads, 

Mr. Aylesworth states that half a 
dozen towuships between Glenboro 
and Treherne, where he has been 
working for the last three .weeks are 
well suited to the formation of a 
Dominion timber reserve and ‘that this 
step is being considered ut the pres- 
ent time, e believés further that 
it would be feasible to stock and re 
serve with beaver, as has been done 
at Algonquin Park, Ontario, and that 
eventually a revenue could be deriv- 
ed by the Government from their 
sule as is proposed in the case of the 
Algonquin Park, 


British Officer to Inspect Remounts. 

The National Bureau of Breedin 
has received word from London that 
there would be some War Office ofli- 
cials out here in May to inspect bu- 
reau foals. While it is not decided 
definitely, still it is more than likely 
that Col. H. J, McLaughlin, who was 
here last year will be one of the offi- 
cers, to visit Canada, He has snent 
six months in Australia, since leav- 
ing here, and is thoroughly posted on 
; the great bureau system of that Com- 
monwealth, which supplies eight 
thousand cavalry horses per year to 
India. 

The War Office men will find that 
great progreés has been made with 
the Canadian Bureau and that farm- 
era and breeders in this country 
have taken enthusiastically to. the 
lun. of producing remounts for Eng.

In England the sovereign is regard- 

as’ a great national asset, He 
stands outside the controversies of 
parties. He represents the continuity 
of traditions and the common inter- 
ests of classes. His duties are heavy 
and continuous, but they are circum- 
scribed by the constitution. He is 
concerned, on the one hand, with the 
everyday human interests of his sub 
jects, with philanthropy and afnuse- 
ment, health and education, commer 
cial, progress and the cultivation 0} 
social, goodwill, On the other, hand, 
he ig expected to ensure the preser- 
vation of international peace by pro- 
viding a basis of mutual understand- 
ing and sympathy. Cet e : 

The King can create the atmosphere 
in which statesmen, politicians, phil- 
anthropists, and private citizens may 
work with success for peace, progress, 
and prosperity. The task is sufficient- 
ly onerous, and it is Great Britain’s 
good fortune. to possess a monarch 
tireless in the performance of hit 
obligations, and rigidly careful neve: 
to step outside his own sphere. 

The affection and regard with which 
King Edward VII. is held by men o1 
the most divergent opinions are thi 
consequence of his character and his 
patriotic devotion. 

The general attitude of Britons tc 
the throne, their respect, and thei) 
pride, are largely due to the fac 
that the British throne is broad bas 
ed upon the people’s will, , Since the 
time of Charles I., it'has been accept- 
ed that the King of England reign 
by virtue of the choice of the nation 

William of Orange and George o1 
Hanover were practically - electec 
monarchs. The great achievement oi 
Queen, Victoria was that she discover 
ed the exact function of a constitu- 
tional sovereign in a free state, In a 
sense, the sovereign is above the law. 
In reality he is the high representa- 
tive of the law. The people know that 
their rights and liberties have nothing 
to fear from him. 

Devotion to personal liberty and 
loyalty to the throne are thus in 
Great Britain not only compatible, 
but the one is the complement of the 
other, 

The Scandinavian kings occupy 
much the same position as King 
Edward does in Great Britain. 
They are the democratic monarchs of 
democratic peoples. King Haakon was 
actually elected to the Norwegian 
throne, and although the Bernadottec 
were in the first instance thrust upon 


7) tie” throne -tas~peen—entiri 
ault of the desire of their subjects. 

In Southern Europe, King Victor 
Emmanuel is the grandson of the 
sovereign who, with Garibaldi and 
Cavour, made Italy a.nation. He 
therefore represents deeds Italy love: 
to recall, and the unity which wa: 
her great achievement in the nine- 
teenth century. Few sovereigns, per. 
haps, occupy a position of greater dif 
ficulty. Few sovereigns certainly rea 
lize more fully that a modern nation 
demands persistent and unselfish ser 
vice from its King. 

The King of Greece was chosen to 
tule his people, and has worked suc 
cessfully to build up a secure interna- 
tional position for his historic coun- 
try. His difficulties are the result 
partly of the character of the modern. 
Greeks, and partly to the absence oi 
tradition. 


Fun at the Home Office. 

In his recollections in Blackwood's 
Magazine, Sir Robert Anderson tells 
an amusing story of the days when 
he was employed at the Home Office. 
On arrival one morning at. the office 
he found a note from Sir James Fer- 
gusson’s private secretary—his inti- 
mates called him ‘Creeper’? — an- 
nouncing that at three o'clock pre- 
cisely an. old hat, lately the property 
of the Chief Clerk, would be ileked 
off from the end of the corridor, and 
requesting the favor of Sir Robert’s 
presence.

Soho Square, London.

Duke of Monmouth had a house there, 
Upon the duke’s defeat and execution 
in 1685 the square was ordered to be 
called King’s square, and a statue of 
King Charles II, was set up in the 
middle of it. But the partisans of the 
Duke of Monmouth, wishing to -pre- 
serve a distant remembrance of their 
leader, called it ho square, from 
Soho, a hunting cry adopted Py. the 
duke as his watchword at the battle 
where he was taken prisoner,—Lon- 
don Suturday Review.

Henry Cavendish, the famous n&t- 
ural philosopher and chemist, was a 
recluse who astonished England. 

A son’ of Lord Charles Cavendish 
and a nephew of the third Duke «at 
Devonshire, possessed of enormous 
wealtii, the subject of universal ad- 
iniration because of his scientific at 
tuinments, he preferred the solitude ot 
nis study und the company of his 
books to the pleasures society could 
offer him. 

For many years he lived at Hamp- 
stead, in a large, roomy house, at- 
tended by a number of female ser- 
vants, who, however, were strictly en- 
joined to keep out of his sight. If a 
domestic by the merest chance came 
into the presence of Cavendish, she 
was instantly dismissed. 

Every morning the philosopher 
would leave ao note on the hall table 
naming what he wanted-for dinner. 
No one saw him place the note there, 
but, accustomed to the strange cus- 
toms of the establishment, the meal 
would be prcpsred and only the re- 
mains of the repast signified the pres- 
ence of the master of the house, 

When Cavendish died in 1810, he 
left behind him nearly a_ million 
pounds sterling beside a lasting repu- 
tation as a scientist and writer on 
natural philosophy.—Duaily Telegraph. 


Yarmouth Rows.
